BRITAIN,  once  the  ‘workshop 
of  the  world’  is  being 
deindustrialised  under  New  La¬ 
bour.  221,428  manufacturing 
jobs  have  been  lost  since  De¬ 
cember  1997,  with  a  shocking 
28,222  vanishing  in  the  first  four 
months  of  this  year  alone. 

Even  though  the  Phoenix  deal 
appears  to  have  saved  many  jobs 
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at  the  Longbridge  Rover  plant, 
manufacturing  industry  in  the 
West  Midlands  and  the  North  is 
is  crisis.

removed  from  the  register  by  fid¬ 
dles  such  as  enforced  ‘early  re¬ 
tirement’  or  being  reclassified  as 
’long-term  sick’.  Furthermore, 
millions  of  the  so-called  ‘jobs’ 
created  in  service  industries  are 
low-paid  and  part-time.  This  al¬ 
lows  the  Government  to  boast  of 
economic  ‘success’  even  as  the 
number  of  people  employed  in 
manufacturing  -  real  wealth-cre¬ 
ating  industries  -  has  fallen  to  a 
record  low  of  just  16.5  per  cent. 

The  worst  hit  area  for  manufac¬ 
turing  job  losses  has  been  the 
North,  where  43,185  jobs  have 
gone  since  ‘Tory’  Blair  took  over. 
Next  is  the  West  Midlands,  with 
31,332.  The  shocking  figures 
were  unearthed  during  a  study  by 
the  giant  GMB  general  union. 
GMB  boss,  John  Edmonds, 
warned  that  many  more  manu¬ 
facturing  jobs  are  set  to  go,  par¬ 
ticularly  as  the  weakness  of  the 
Euro  is  making  it  very  hard  for 
companies  to  export  to  Europe. 
’’Ministers  must  wake  up,”  says 
Mr.  Edmonds,  “It  is  a  manufac¬ 
turing  crisis  on  a  scale  not  seen 
since  the  darkest  days  of 
Thatcherism.  Thousands  of  jobs 
are  being  lost  every  week  in  the 


very  heartland  areas  that  the  La¬ 
bour  party  is  supposed  to  be  cul¬ 
tivating  in  the  run-up  to  the  next 
election.” 

’’Unless  action  is  taken  to  ease 
the  pressure  on  manufacturers 
then  the  political,  economic  and 


social  consequences  for  this  Gov¬ 
ernment  will  be  dire.” 

The  mention  of  Thatcherism  is 
a  timely  reminder  that  the  Tories 
offer  no  alternative  to  New  La¬ 
bour’s  criminal  neglect  of  our 
manufacturing  base. 

Like  Labour,  the  Conservatives 
are  committed  to  ‘free  trade’  and 
’globalisation’  -  pretty  sounding 
phrases  which  disguise  the  ugly 


reality  of  British  capital,  plant  and 
jobs  seeping  away  to  mainland 
and  Eastern  Europe,  and  to  the 
low-wage  Far  East.  This  means 
big  profits  for  a  few  multinational 
companies  and  their  shareholders, 
but  it  spells  disaster  for  British 


workers,  British  industry,  and  the 
British  economy  as  a  whole. 

Faced  with  mounting  public 
concern,  the  Government  did  an¬ 
nounce  recently  that  it  would 
spend  up  to  £100  million  to  save 
a  bit  of  what  is  left  of  our  coal¬ 
mining  industry,  but  the  truth  is 
that  this  is  like  putting  a  sticking 
plaster  on  the  gaping  wound  left 
when  a  patient  has  just  had  a  leg 


ripped  off.  £100  million  may 
sound  like  quite  a  bit  of  money, 
but  in  reality  it  is  only  the  amount 
it  costs  Britain  to  remain  in  the 
European  Union  for  just  over  two 
days.  Yes,  you  read  that  right! 
Membership  of  the  meddling,  un¬ 
democratic  EU  costs  us  nearly  £2 
million  every  hour,  24-hours  a  day, 
seven  days  a  week,  52  weeks  of 
the  year. 

So  the  old  internationalist  politi¬ 
cians  -  Labour,  Tory  and  Lib-Dem 
alike  -  are  lying  when  they  tell  us 
that  there’s  “no  money”  to  rein¬ 
vest  in  British  industry  or  to  deal 
with  hospital  waiting  lists.

Minis¬ 
ter  Dave  Bullock  saw  flames  leaping 
from  the  doors  of  the  Full  Mission  Gos¬ 
pel  Church  in  Brierfield  as  broken  glass 
smashed  to  the  floor. 

Churchgoers,  including  the  over-80s,  es¬ 
caped  through  a  side  door  during  the  ar¬ 
son  attack.  The  church  has  been  repeat¬ 
edly  attacked  during  the  last  18  months, 
including  an  earlier  incident  when  wood 


shavings  were  pushed  through  the  letterbox, 
and  set  on  fire.  Typed  messages  reading

out”  have  been  placed  on  worshippers’ 
cars,  some  of  which  have  been  vandalised. 

The  church  doors  have  also  been  vandal¬ 
ised  with  the  word  Allah  scrawled  in  huge 
letters.  The  church  has  been  raising  funds 
to  help  communities  in  the  Indian  state  of 
Orissa,  which  was  devastated  by  a  cyclone 
recently.

THE  BNP  AND  RACE

A  WHITE  farmer,  David 
Stevens,  50-years-old  and  father 
of  four,  was  dragged  from  his 
home  then  beaten,  tortured  and 
shot  as  government-sponsored 
thugs  in  Zimbabwe  intensify 
their  campaign  to  rid  the  coun¬ 
try  of  its  white  population. 

He  was  the  first  to  die  as  black 
gangs  stepped  up  the  land-grab¬ 
bing  terror  campaign  that  has 
been  allowed  to  develop  into  full 
scale  ethnic  cleansing  of  the 
country’s  whites. 

Several  neighbours  who  tried 
to  help  Mr  Stevens  were  fired  at 
and  had  to  seek  protection  in  a 
police  station.  Soon  afterwards, 
a  black  ethnic  cleansing  gang 
walked  into  the  station  and  ab¬ 
ducted  them,  while  black  police¬ 
men  looked  on  and  did  nothing. 

The  same  anti-white  hate  cam¬ 
paign  has  also  seen  a  number  of 
instances  of  black-on-white 
rape  as  a  weapon  of  ethnic 
cleansing.  With  the  high  level 
of  HIV/AIDS  infection  in  the  lo¬ 
cal  population,  this  is  a  truly  ter¬ 


rifying  development,  and  it  has 
led  to  many  thousands  of  Zim- 
babwe’s  remaining  80,000 
whites  preparing  to  flee.

VOTES  for  the  British  National 
Party  in  London  increased  dra¬ 
matically  in  the  May  4th  GLA 
elections. 

BNP  mayoral  candidate  Michael 
Newland  won  33,569  first  pref¬ 
erence  votes  in  addition  to  45,337 
second  preference  votes.  That 
means  no  fewer  than  78,906  Lon¬ 
doners  voted  for  a  British  National 


Party  mayor!  In  East  London 
nearly  9%  of  voters  put  a  cross 
against  our  candidate,  and  Lon¬ 
don-wide  about  5%.  The  Green 
Party  candidate,  Darren  Johnson, 
won  few  more  first  preference 
votes  than  Mike  Newland,  al¬ 
though  -  in  contrast  to  the  BNP  - 
he  received  continuous  and  fa¬ 
vourable  media  exposure. 


The  party’s  slate  of  candidates 
for  the  Greater  London  Assem¬ 
bly  did  even  better,  gaining  the 
support  of  47,670  Londoners  in 
a  low  turnout.  This  was  2.73  per 
cent  of  the  vote,  which  meant  that 
the  British  National  Party’s  aim  of 
saving  our  deposit  was  met  -  win¬ 
ning  back  the  £5,000  deposit. 

Even  more  significant  is  how 
this  compares  with  last  year’s  Eu¬ 
ropean  election,  where  London¬ 
ers  also  had  the  chance  to  vote 
BNP.  Last  June,  17,960  of  them 
did  so,  giving  the  party  1.57  per 
cent  of  the  poll.  Although  the 
overall  vote  is  still  not  huge,  the 
83  per  cent  improvement  in 
less  than  a  year  is  quite  dramatic 
and  shows  that  we’re  moving  in 
the  right  direction. 

Another  welcome  feature  of  the 
London  result  was  the  ease  with 
which  the  British  National  Party 
defeated  the  anti-EU  pressure 
group  the  UK  Independence 
Party,  whose  vote  slumped  by 
more  than  two-thirds  to  1.9  per 
cent  despite  a  party  political 
broadcast  on  television. 

The  BNP  has  opposed  Britain’s 
membership  of  the  European  Un¬ 
ion  throughout  its  1 9  year  history, 


whereas  UKIP  has  only  existed 
for  a  few  years  but  has  been  built 
up  as  a  ‘safe’  alternative  to  the 
BNP  by  the  media.

Even  more  significant  is  how 
this  compares  with  last  year’s  Eu¬ 
ropean  election,  where  London¬ 
ers  also  had  the  chance  to  vote 
BNP.
